Draper  and  Sullivan 
buildings  slated  for 
upcoming  demolition 


NASHVBXE  (BP  and  local 
raporta)  -  Southwest  Value 
Partners,  new  owner  o(  Life- 
Way  ChrUdap  Reaources’ 
corporate  headquarters  oom- 
ptex  along  Broadway  Street 
in  downtown  Nashville,  has 
slated  detnoHtion  of  the  land¬ 
mark  Draper  Tower  for  Dec.  3. 
just  weeks  after  the  Southern 
Itaptist  entity  moves  to  its  new 
277,000-square-feet  home  a 
few  blocks  away.

ATLANTA  (BP)  -  There’s  no 
teUing  how  many  hours  Scott 
McHugh  and  his  wife  Teresa 
have  spent  watcbiiw  their  son 
CoDin  ]day  bas^iau  over  the 
years.  From  little  leagues,  tq 
school  haB  in  fte  hot  Georgia 
su^  to  his  college  years  at  Berry 
College  in  Rome,  Ga.,  to  five  see- 
sons  ui  the  minor  leagues,  Collin 
toiled  through  wins,  losses,  tri¬ 
umphs,  and  feihires  with  his  par- 
ents  never  far  awa>'. 

Now  the\'’te  getting  to  see  him 
on  an  even  DiggeT  sta^  as  CoQin 
was  a  pitthet  to  the  Houston  As¬ 
tros  in  his  first  World  Series  that 
wwjuA  concluded. 

’ll  is  a  joy  and  ddight  torus  to 
see  him  on  that  stage,  ail  because 
we've  watched  him  over  die  years 
and  the  process  th^  he  has  gone 
throi^  Soott  McHugh  sail  Tt 
is  stiD  surreal  to  us.  It’s  hard  to 
imagine  that  your  son  is  playing  in

the  World  Safes.* 

A  former  Southern  Baptist  pas¬ 
tor,  Scott  came  to  the  Lord  as  a 
20-year-old  in  coOege  prenvitK 
fer  a  career  in  the  memcal  field 
Within  a  couple  d  weeks  of  hb 
conversion,  he  knew  that  the  turd 
was  calling  Urn  into  the  ministry. 

.  He  left  school  in  1973  and  be¬ 
gan  iwirking  in  youth  ministty  a 
1^'  months  later  at  a  church  in 
Atlanta.  CXer  the  years  be  served 
in  a  variety  of  roles  dt  churches  in 
the  Atlanta  area  before  returning 
to  college  at  Texxoa  Falls  to  com- 
ptete  hia  undeteaduate  deoee. 

He  diengramiated  fromSouth- 
nestem  Senunaty  in  R.  Worth, 
before  moving  to  Naperville,  IL,  to 


become  pastor  of  Trinity  Church. 

McHugh  said  he  arid  his  wife 
fdt  a  strong  call  from  the  Lord  in 
1994  to  return  to  the  Atlanta  area. 
He  started  a  church  in  Alpharetta 
and  is  now  doing  international 
wcHk  in  Israd  as  president  and 
CTO  of  Patriarch  Global  LLC. 

"Ihe  New  York  Mets  drafted 
Collin  Out  of  Berry  College  in 
200B.  Over  the  oext  four  years, 
he  wDilced  his  way  through  the 
fcnn  system  —  a  sometimes  gru¬ 
eling  experience  especially  for 
playets  lute  him  who  are  drafted 
late,  get  small  signing  bonuses, 
and  often  exist  on  little  pay, 
loim  food,  and  long  bus  rid^ 

Tnen  Collin  got  the  call  in 
2012.  ‘Just  to  see  that  turn  was 
an  aiiuizmg  thir^'  Scott  said.
